there 
were only four fatal accidents in­ 
volving this age group. 
Delaware reported that over a 
four-year span the untrained driv­

' ists. 
Most schools offer real driving 
instruction, complete with back­ 
seat kibitzers, to provide more 
thorough training than theory in 
classroom studies could provide. 
For high school driving classes, 
the instructors and pupils use spe­ 
cially equipped ears. These have 
dual controls, with auxiliary clutch 
and brake pedals The teacher— 
usually a high school teacher who
